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SUMMARY TO AMEND APPEAL BRIEF 


Applicant has previously appealed a Final Rejection, dated January 12, 2005, of 
the above mentioned Application. An Appeal Brief was filed November 16, 2005. This 
summary is filed in response to the Notification of Non-Compliant Appeal Brief dated 
February 21, 2006. It is respectfully requested that the present paper amend Applicant's 
Appeal Brief to provide further detail concerning the summary of the claimed subject 
matter, in compliance with 37 CFR 41.37(c)(l)(v) and MPEP 1205.03(B). No amended 
Appeal Brief is believed required. A two-month extension of time under 37 CFR 1.136 is 
respectfully requested and a petition therefore is attached hereto, together with the 
required fee. 

Summary of the Claimed Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 and 13-19 of the present application recite a system or method for 
reminding patients or caregivers what medications to take or administer, and how and 
when to take or administer the medications. The system and method make use of a 
disposable color coded sheet (Figs. 1 and 2, Ref. 20; and at least Page 3, beginning at 
Line 1 1) with one or more rows (Fig. 2, Ref 28) which are completely color shaded (Page 
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3, beginning at Line 18). The rows intersect with columns (Fig. 2, Ref. 30) to form a 
matrix (Fig. 2, Ref. 34, and at least Page 3, Lines 12-13). The rows and columns include 
headers (Fig. 2, Ref. 38, at least Page 3, Lines 13-17), such as icons (Fig. 2, Ref. 32, at 
least Page 3, Lines 14-15) graphically representing the time of day, medical markings, 
such as medications, or designations of which eye to place medications within (Fig. 2, 
Ref. 26, at least Page 4, Lines 1-5 and 11-16). The sheet may also include advertising 
markings (Fig. 2, Ref. 42, beginning at Page 4, Line 5) corresponding to the medications 
indicated on the sheet or to the pharmacy. Color coded medication containers (Fig. 1, 
Ref. 80, at least Page 4, Lines 20-24 and Page 5, Lines 1-2 and 20-24) are also provided. 
The medication containers are color coded to correspond to the color of the completely 
color shaded row of the sheet indicating that medication (at least at Page 4, beginning at 
Line 20 to Page 5, Line 2). The color coding is provided by a colored container cap or by 
a colored sticker (Fig. 1, Ref. 82; Fig. 2, Ref. 40 and Page 4, Lines 20-23) applied to the 
container from the sheet. The use of a sheet having completely color shaded rows 
corresponding to color coded medication containers, together with graphic icons 
indicating time of day or which eye a medication is administered, provides better 
understanding by visually impaired and elderly patients to assist with medication 
compliance (at least Page 5, Line 20 to Page 6, Line 4).

Claim 15: At least Page 3, Lines 1 1-23 and Page 4, Lines 1-16. 
Claim 16: At least Page 4, Lines 5-10. 

Claim 17: At least Page 3, Line 1 through Page 5, Line 2 and Figs. 1 and 2. 
Claim 18: At least Page 4, Lines 5-10 and Fig. 2. 
Claim 19: At least Page 4, Lines 5-10.
